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DETAILED ACTION 

Notice to Applicant 

1 . This communication is in response to the terminal disclaimer filed on 8/21/06. 
Claims 4, 14 and 23 have been cancelled. Claims 1-3, 5-13, 15-22 and 24-28 are 
pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -3, 5-1 3, 1 5-22 and 24-28 are allowable. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance. 

Claim 1 is directed to a network interface coupled with said bus for 
communicatively coupling with a remote network server; a device coupled with said bus 
for receiving a payment for said one or more software programs; and a processor 
coupled with said bus for transferring said one or more software programs to said 
portable computer system in response to said payment. 

The closest prior art of record teaches Panofsky et al (2002/0161476) teaches 
system for vending and dispensing digital files. 

Katz et al (5,926,624) teaches digital information library and delivery system with 
logic for generating files targeted to the playback device. 

Rice III teaches system and method of permissive data flow and application 
transfer. 

However, none of the prior art cited above disclose or fairly/suggest "a network 
interface coupled with said bus for communicatively coupling with a remote network 
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server; a device coupled with said bus for receiving a payment for said one or more 
software programs; and a processor coupled with said bus for transferring said one or 
more software programs to said portable computer system in response to said 
payment".
